Information Control 


Information technology has 
has been advancing by leaps 4 
bounds in recent years. This is 
useful not only for big business 
to whom information means money 
but also to governments and the 
State, to whom it means money, 
and more importantly, control. 

ID cards are the big thing at 
the moment. Football fans have 
■ been the guinea pigs for law 4 
order enforcement for many years 
now. Techniques of crowd control, 
the use of horses, etc, have ->• 
been practised on fans going to > 
and from grounds; video survei¬ 
llance of large crowds has been 
perfected at football games. 

Now the technology for the 
use of ID cards may be tried 
out first on fans before it is 
spread to all citizens. It is 
in fact questionable whether 
football ID cards will be intr¬ 
oduced nationally since even ’ 
the police are against them. 

What is important is that sec¬ 
tions of the State (in this case 
the Government in particular) 
are keen on rapidly extending 
the means by which they can 
gather, and make easily avail¬ 
able, information on us. 

Whether or not cards for fans 
are introduced it's a sure bet 
that if we lose the fight agai¬ 
nst the Poll Tax then national 
ID cards will come in. 

Apart from the introduction 
of cards that will give instant 
access to our personal histories 
to police and employers, and 
other authorities, like the DHSS 
and immigration officials, there 
are other advances in technology 
that enables records to be kept 
on us. For example, electronic 
tagging of offenders. Also, peo¬ 
ple who work on VDU's are now 
1 beginning to have their work 
rates monitored by the very 
madhlne they work on - it's bad 
enough having to disguise your 
work levels to the supervisor 
day in day out without having 
the machine giving you away! 

It is inevitable that the 
authorities are going to try to 
control us more and more by the 


use of new technologies - and 
they will succeed if we let 
them. If we lose the fight 
against the poll tax, if we re¬ 
main unorganised, divided and 
sheepish at work, if we let 
them push us around and treat 
us like dogs then, of course, 
they are free to walk all over 
us. Every struggle by the work¬ 
ing class that the working 
class control is a threat to 
the authority of the bosses and 
the State. 



stated that there would not be 
a threat of war from the Soviet 
Union in the forseable future 
because their economy was, & is, 
far too weak to sustain one 
against a major power. However, 
the Cold War was a good money- 
spinner for the western arms in¬ 
dustries. The British armed for¬ 
ces are really for use on our 
streets. The army has been used 
at picket lines during the Min¬ 
ers Strike and at Mapping, most 
obviously it is used on the 
streets of N. Ireland. 

They are scared of us, and 
that's why they want to know 
all about us. They never under¬ 
estimate the power of unified 
working class action, it's 
about time we understood it's 
potential as well.

So why is it that they want 
all this information on us? 

It's because they are scared of 
us. The biggest threat to the 
bourgeoisie of every country is 
the mass of working people who 
make their profits for them and 
who, for their labours, are 
robbed and conned at every turn. 

Information is one aspect of 
control, but the whole machin¬ 
ery of the State is used by the 
bourgeoisie to keep the working 
class in their place. We have 
the thin con of democratic gov¬ 
ernment. We have their law. We 
have the police. liberals com¬ 
plain that the police have now 
taken on a much more political 
role. This is a joke! The pol¬ 
ice force was invented to keep 
an eye on the trouble makers 
and communities involved in the 
Chartist agitation of the 1840's. 
The same "social control" phil¬ 
osophy lay behind the use of 
company police in big concerns, 
and especially mining communit¬ 
ies, in America a little later. 
Even today Special Branch is the 
largest section in the police 
force. The army is not really 
for defending us against the 
USSR, in the late 1940's the CIA 


Politicians and journal: sts are 
weeping buckets of crocodile tears 
over the fate of the beleaguerea 
citizens of Kabul. At the same time 
the cause of starvation in that city 
the fundamentalist Mojahadeen, are 
equipped with western arms and oackeo 
with financial support. 

The Mojahadeen are not capable 
of forming a government due to big 
political and personal rivalries 
between the various factions. A vic¬ 
tory for them would probably lead 
to total political disintegration 
and long term war- lordism. They 
have little commitment to liberal 
democracy and are only pro - western 
insofar as it is the west who are 
delivering the goods. As Islamic 
militants,a mojahadeen government, 
would almost certainly be anti-Brit¬ 
ish as a result of the Salman Rushdie 
affair. 

So why the western support? 
Obviously, there is glee at the 
U.S.S.R.'s difficulties and the ov¬ 
erthrow of a pro-Soviet government 
means the potential , at leasx,for 
another pro-western government in 
the region allied to Pakistan. The 












stance of the west owes nothing to 
principle but is the naked expression 
of power politics. 

And what about the Communist 
government in Kabul? To be sure it 
has tried to carry out some much 
needed economic reforms such as the 
fairer distribution of land. Unfort¬ 
unately these policies were carried 
out in a thoroughly bureaucratic and 
Stalinist fashion. So much so that 
much of the peasant uprising sprung 
directly from government economic 
policy. 

Whilst the communist party con - 
tains many sincere rank and file 
militants who wish to break with 
tribalism and the oppression of 
women* the leadership is thoroughly 
corrupt. The leaders are a murderous 
group of power hungry gangsters who 
act less out of principle than the 
deare to eliminate enemies and rivals 
alike. 

What should the position of lib¬ 
ertarians be in the civil war which 
is about to become increasingly 
intense? It is clear that neither 
side represents a majority of pop - 
ular opinion. To a large extent both 
are content to be the pawns of geo - 
politics. Similarly, both are willing 
to engage in slaughter for political 
gain. We must conclude that neither 
side is worthy of support. It is to 
the ordinary people of Afghanistan 
that our loyalty lies. Let us hope 
that they will soon tire of a war 
which will bring them nothing but 
grief. 



Rushdie Rhetoric 


In the ACF we often say that 
there is no hierarchy of op¬ 
pressions. This sounds pood 
but vhat does it mean? In 
pracice it rreens that ve srp 
always prepared to attack a- 
ny example of exploitation or 
oppression, even if it in¬ 
volves critisizlnp a group 
of people who are themselves 
oppressed. If a working 
class man rape? an upper 
class woman ve would not con¬ 
done it as an example of the 
worklnp class attaching the 
rich. Instead, ve would con¬ 
demn the rape as an example 
of the oppression of vom°n. 

The same goes for a woman 
company director. Sh° does 
not deserve our support =s a 
women lighting for her equal¬ 
ity but should be attacked as 
an exploiter of the working ■ 
class. 

. This discussion is relevant 
for the recent conflict over 
the publication of Salman 
Rushdie's book. There are man- 
y Eritlsh racists, such ss the 
Monday Club, who are jumping 
on the bsndwagon to defend 
Rushdie and get at the .Asian 
Muslim community. Normally ve 
would defend Asians from these 
racists and argue for their 
right to organise themselves 
as they see fit. However, ve 
are anarchists and are against 
the oppression caused by rel¬ 
igion and will stand against 
it no matter what group of 
peoole using their reli¬ 

gion to oppress others and no 
matter what the religion. Cur 
aim. is anarchism and an end to 
all exploitation and opnress- 
ion, not unconditiona1 support 
for any section of society.

Medicine is Bad for our Health 


Most people, for most of the time are 
fit enough to get on with their lives. Ill¬ 
ness is something that affects other people. 
Yet in reality, serious illness haunts us 
all. We survived our birth, we enjoyed our 
childhood without serious problems. We aren't 
yet old. So what is the problem? 

The problem is that for the vast major¬ 
ity of us, the cards are stacked against us. 
The rich and the powerful own and control 
us. They direct our lives and got rich by 
squeezing out the last drop of effort that 
they can manage. And the sick joke is that 
most people accept exploitation as the nat - 
ural order of things. Workers are grateful 
, for their unending lives of drudgery, bore¬ 
dom and danger. "Accidents" and "tragedies" 
at work are part and parcel of the means 
used by employers to help thorn stay rich. 

Add to this the daily humiliations and dis¬ 
criminations suffered by women and black 
people and we have a generalised system of 
oppression which constantly harms our phys¬ 
ical and mental wellbeing. 

For us, the reality of our everyday 
lives is increased risk of illness or accid¬ 
ents - whether we simply wear out our bodies 
too soon with worry and and work or wo ar^ 
exposed to all sorts of hazards and extremely 
poor medical care. Hospitals for us are over¬ 
full, overworked, underfunded and inadequate 
for our needs. The medical profession is more 
concerned with its own special interests to 
neally care for us. Anyone who has been a 
hospital patient will know that they are run 
for the convenience of the doctors. Patients 
are immediately institutionalised and robbed 
of the right to make even the most trivial 
decisions. In a matter of days, patients are 
thoroughly institutionalised. Just like some 
prisoners we become dependent and do not want 
to leave. Yet, once we are in there, over¬ 
worked nurses can’t cope with the workloads. 
Doctors on the otherhand act as if they are 
gods, visitng patients as they feel fit. We 
cease to be human beings and become 'patients’ 
to be oggled at by gangs of medical students. 
Women, in particular, are often treated in 
an offhand manner when they give birth. 

If surgeons fuck up their operations, hard 
luck. If Jroyr own doctor can't be bothered 
to look at you properly, hard luck. If you 
"catch" an industrial disease, hard luck(ever 
tried getting compensation?). If you die too 

young, hard luck. If yofi freeze to death in 
old age, hard luck. 

Medicine is bad for our health. We are 
victims of a medical system which places its 
priorities above those of those who are - 
supposed to benefit from it. We depend on 
them and their expertise to make us well. 

As will become clear, medicine in this country 
is just another cog in the wheel of class 
domination and exploitation. The time has 
come to reject their control. It is time to 
say no. The time has come to liberate health 
care - and, everything elsej 



To argue for the defence of the 
National Health Service does not mean 
that we think it is above criticism 
or that it is not severely flawed.Quite 
the contrary, we have to fight these 
days to keep what little we've got but 
nevertheless the N.H.S. fails to meet 
the basic needs of very many people. 

The N.H.S. was founded in 1948 to prov¬ 
ide free and comprehensive health care 
regardless of ability to pay. Health 
care was supposed to be based upon the 
idea of free access. On these basic 
grounds, clearly the N.H.S. has failed. 

We should not expect a system which 
is based on patching people up can solve 
the problems of ill health which, in 
fact, result mainly from the great soc¬ 
ial inequalities in our country, those of 
property, education, income and occup¬ 
ation. So long as there is economic and 
social privelige, there will be inequal¬ 
ity of health. 

The basid element in the N.H.S. is 
the local general practitioner, who is 
in the front line of patient care. Un¬ 
fortunately , these pampered and protected 
agents of the upper classes care more 
about their incomes and work loads than 
they do about their patients. Given the 
opportunity, they will go for the goodies 
that private practice in Harley Street 
and elsewhere will bring. But being the 
greedy types that they mostly are, they 
don't-mind sponging off the 'welfare 
state' to "look after" you and me. 

Given a choice, G.P's prefer to work 
with the better off middle class patients 
in cosy suburban environments of the 
satheast of England. As a result, those 
doctors who do practice in working class 
areas have the largest number of patients

and give less time to their patients as 
a result. In other words, those who need 
the least care i.e. the professionals 
and the wealthy, get more resources 
whilst those of us who at the bottom 
of the ladder and need more help get 
less. It is the better off with their 
less demanding life-styles who get the 
most out of the N.H,S. 

It is known that doctors spend 
more time, take more care, and give a 
better service to middle class patients. 
One study showed that middle class pat¬ 
ients are given an average consultation 
time of 6*2 minutes with their G.P com¬ 
pared to only 4*7 with working class 
ones. As a result middle class patients 
get fuller examinations, get fuller in¬ 
formation from their doctors and are 
less likely to put up with any shit. 
Treatment for middle class patients is 
more centred around the needs of the 
patients as the doctor and patient in 
these cases are on a more equal footing. 
During consultations with working class 
patients, what time is made available 
is centred around the doctor*s needs 
and frustrations. 


The time has come for working class 
patients to assert ourselves. We must 
stop deferring to those G.P*s who treat 
us with less than total involvement and 
care. We must refuse to be fobbed off 
with long term hospital appointments. 

In the long term we are all dead.* 


With about 40? of all women involved in 
paid work of some sort, it is high time 
that the risks which women are exposed to 
at work are made clear. Too many employers 
are ignorant of the dangers which women in 
particular face, and if they are aware, are 
often content to leave their workforces in 
the dark. 

Women, of course, are the bearers of 
children and in the workplace may risk them¬ 
selves and their yet unborn babies to many 
dangers. How many women, for example, real¬ 
ise that solder fumes can possibly cause 
spontaneous abortions or deformities in 
their offspring? Dental assistants, nurses 
etc. are likewise at risk from escaping 
anaesthetic gases such as nitrous oxide and 
halothane. The dangers with these include 
infertility, abortion, deformities,still 
births and low baby weight. The diagram 
shows some of the effects of a select number 
of dangerous chemicals and other factors 
that women might find at work and which can 
harm them or their unborn babies. For a much 
fuller list, write to us and we ? ll send you 
a chart taken from the magazine, OCCUPATIONAL 
HEALTH. 

It is not only women in blue collar jobs 
who are likely to suffer. Recent evidence 
from the U.S.A. shows that pregnant women 
who work at visual display units on computer 
terminals are twice as likely t.o suffer 
miscarriages during the first 12 weeks oi 
pregnancy, if they spend 20 hours a week at 
VDU's. The chances of both early and late 
miscarriages increases by about 80? compared 
to women who do not use VDU*s but do similar 
work. 


Hazardous work conditions are not some¬ 
thing that can ’’wait for the revolution”. 
They affect us all now. We can’t trust the 
employers, who daily expose us to all sorts 
of dangers to get their profits. The dangers 
of asbestos, for example, were known from 
the 1930’s, yet workers were only made 
fully aware in the 1970*s. In that time 
.thousands of men and women were killed or 
crippled. 

Demand that your union investigates any 
chemicals or processes to see if they harm 
you as a woman. Set up watchdog committees 
run by yourselves to monitor developments 
and combat any dangers. Your lives, and 
thoae of your children depend on your vigil¬ 
ance; brganise now for your own protection. 
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If all your shit had to be taken away in milk bottles 
it would need an entire milk float just to remove 
the excrement produced in one month alone 
by an average family of four. Probably.

ID cards 


The Tories are planning to intro¬ 
duce a national identity scheme 
for football supporters. This 
measure is suppossedly aimed at 
reducing 'football hooliganism'. 
Everybody involved in football 
from supoorters to police are 
oopossed to the idea. Luton Town 
EC, are always given as the 
example of how wonderful the 
scheme is, since its introduction 
at Luton their crowd has fallen 
by 3,000, consistantly giving it 
the lowest attendance in the 1st 
division. This clearly eradicates 
the Tory idea that people will 
come flooding back to football 
once the ID scheme is implemented. 

" r iolence at football matches is 
mini-’al in any case, less than 
1,000 veople co?ivicted in the 
whole of last season. As a per- 
-centage wore l.ZPs were ejected 
from the house of commons last 
year than people from football 
“rounds. 

The real reason for ID cards is 
control x surveillance of the 
working class, made even more 
evident •-•*/ the exclusion from 
the scheme of executive box 
.aiders & other seated supporters, 
hot only is this scheme a gross 
infringement on ci*/il liberties 
but also takes us a step closer 
to a national ID card for every 
citizen. It is also unclear wnat 
other uses tiese cards nave, sale 
of names to advertisers seems 
definate to go ahead. 

Another reason for opposing the 
ID scheme was made vividly & 
tragically clear at Hillsborough, 
where 95 died, largeljf due to tne 
incompetence of police Cc stewards. 
Apart from a feeling of sorrow, 
anger also fills many footoall 
supporters, anger that somet.ning 
like this was ever allowed to 
haooen. The- alarm bells for a 
tragedy like this have been ring- 
-ing for many years now, since 
the emphasis on grounds, for 20 
37-ears now, has been on control 
rather than safety & comfort. 

Fans have repeatedly complained 
about 'penning' which ineveitably 


means people are cramed in, 
especially away supporters. The 
dangers of perimiter fences have 
also been sounded many times, 
something designed to keep people 
in, obviously means they can't 
get out easily, just imagine if 
fences had existed at Bradford. 

sad but some would say ineveit- 
-able thing has happened over 
the past few days, an attempt by 
police & gutter press to put the 
blame for Hillsborough on supr- 
-orters. This is unfounded & 
often based ox nonsense, the idea, 
that thousands of fans go to 
matches without tickets in order 
to push their way in is a point 
in case. Ticket touts are the 
main reason people go without 
tickets, in the hope of buying 
one. 

It was the fans fault also 
because they all turned up late, 
fans didn't use to turn up late 
until drinking in grounds was 
banned, no one wants to stand on 
a terrace for an hour doing notli- 
-ing but listening to a usually 
dreadful PA system pumping out 
pap. Secondly, what I always 
notice at the football is how 
late the people in the seats turn 
up to the game, SOP in the 10 
minutes before kick off, the 
difference is of course, they 
are treated better & have a gre- 
-ater pronortion of turnstiles. 

Had the ID card scheme beer, in 
practice at Hillsborough, the 
situation would have been made 
7uoh worse, as turnstile queues 
would be much longer due to the 
time spent checking ID cards, 
creating more frustration outside 
the ground. 

So what happens now, are the 
terrace supporters going to get 
their voice heard at last, I 
doubt it, The Tory's are still 
nell bent on introducing the ID 
scheme & tie talk is of all- 
seater grounds. Again the fans & 
the game suffers for the incom- 
-oetance of police & football 
authorities.
